REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In coming before the district with this, the twelfth annual 
report under the town system of schools, we again urge upon 
the parents the necessity of their taking enough interest in the 
education and welfare of their children that they work in har- 
mony with teachers and committee. If we cannot have har- 
mony in the district, we cannot have a successful school, no 
matter how hard the teacher and committee work. We feel 
sure that what little trouble we have had was caused outside 
the school-room. 

No change has been made in the school books except to 
put in a Fifth Reader, but the expense of books is more than it 
should be, and we wish to call the attention of the parents to 
the abuse of the books and ask their aid in reducing this ex- 
pense. 
Eighteen different teachers have been employed, and each 
part of the district has been given twenty-eight weeks of 
school. The children in No. 11 have been conveyed to No. 3, 
those in No. 10 to Nos. 1 and 6, and No. 2 to No. 9.
